Haggal 1. 2, 
Haggal Is the fliut of the Ihreo yro- 
phetu sent to the Jews after their restor- 
ation to their own land. His brief mes- 
sage Is given to arouse them to a task 
of which they had grown weary, the re- 
building of the House of God, begun very 
zealously 16 years beforcC when about 
SO,O0a of them returned from eaptlvty. 
It is 

A Call to Work. 

Their temple was typical la more than 
one way. It Is a type, in Ita state lit 
Haggal'B time, of tho temple spoken of 
in Sph. 11. 14-22. Thla is an unfinished 
church, being built by human Instrument- 
ality. Its materials are men and women, 
hewn out of the quarry of the world, and 
fashioned into " living stones." These 
stones are of two substances, Jew and 
Gentile, never welded , together before, 
but now rtnd their angle of meeting In 
Christ, the Corner-sionc. 

God's purpose towards Gentile and Jew 
rcapecttvely 1b Indicated to Acts xv. U-n, 
and Romans xi. 5, Z5, 26. In Spheslans 
II. we have two elections coming to- 
gether In order to form a. church, they 
are elected to elect, and tho Gentile part 
of the church Is not complete without the 
Jewish. 

Haggai'a command to tie Jews is "Go 
up and work," and his cncouragemenl, 
"for I am with you." It la the same 
work, the same promlac, and the same 
power for service that are given to us 
to-day. (Matt, xxvlli., and Acts I.) 

Who Are the Workers? 

Priest, prince, and people— all the peo- 
ple, men and women (Haggal 2-4). Is 
not one reason why our temple building 
goea on so slowly, that it Is left to 
Joshua and Zcrubbabcl Instead of "all 
the people 7" 

In the doys of the French revolution, 
when France was threatened by enemies 
on all sides, the Convention issued a 
"Levee en masse," by which "all 
France" was called out against the foe. 
Men, women, and children, had their 
work assigned, in flcld, homo or hospital, 
and so well was the call answered, that 
the victories of France overspread Eur- 
ope,

What Hindered? 

In Hagsai's time there were several 
hindrances. There were dlscoura^ng 
comparisons (Hasgal 2-3), This temple 
was nothing to look' at after Solomon's, 
and Ita Holy of Holies was empty. We 
cannot covet a world or even a nation, 
and there is often little outward success 
in mission work. A worldly Christian 
would rather give half il million for some 
grand building than spend It on missions 
that have nothing to show. 

There was opposition (Ch. 1-2). They 
say still, especially about the conversion 
of Israel, "the lime Is not come," nor Is 
It, for the conversion of the wyirid. but tt 
Is the time for prcoching the Gospel "to 
every creature." 

The greatest hindrance was scinshnee:<. 
love of ease, eovetousness. The men who 
said It was "not the time" to build for 
God. had time to build for themselves, 
"celled houses, "-'houses with beautiful 
Inlaid roofs. The command to "go up" 
and work, meant climbing Mount Leb- 
anon, abaenec from home, and hard work. 
Yet Is it not better to climb the bleak 
mountain with God, and hear His "Well 
done," than to sit In our "celled houses," 
and know that we must one day gtve 
account to Jesus face to fac«?— D. Buron.

Color-Sergt. William Webb,, Whose life- 
slcetch appeared some time ago In the 
War Cry, was promoted to Glory on the 
morning of Dec. 22nd, peacefully, after 
having suffered with bronchitis for sev- 
eral months, at the age of scvcnty-nlne. 

He leaves a widow and six children- 
three sons and three daughters. 

Tho Gait Reporter referred to the de- 
cease of oar comrade In the following 
words : 

The late William Webb waa bom in 
Manchester, Bng., on the nth of January, 
IS20. On the IBth of October, 1S3S. he en- 
listed In Her Majesty's service at Ashton 
Underline, in the SOth regiment, and 
served with that famous regiment until 
the year 1S61, when he waa honorably 
discharged. He wciit through the Crimea 
War and the Indian Mutiny, belne in the 
following notublc engagements : Alma, 
Balaclava, Inkerman. Bebastopol ; Indian 
actions, Chanda, Sultanport, the fall of 
Luctcnow, Alum Baugb, Futtlghur, 
Fyzabad. Rumjunjere, Nepaul. and two 
general actions under the Nepaul Hills 
under Prince Gung bedore TerltcroJ. 

His discharge, which was received on 
the 21st of January. ISBl, reads jis fol- 
lows : 

"Tlicse arc to cerlify that No. 1721, 
Corporal William Webb, born In the 
Pariah of Manehcater. In or near thf 
town of Manchester, In the County of 
Lancaster, was enlisted In Stockport for 
tile 20th regiment on the 15th of October, 
1839, at the age of 18 years; that he has 
served In the army for 21 years and « 
days. Ho is discharged as an indulgence 
at his own request, free, with pension, 
after 21 years' service. Authority dated 
Horse Guards, 2tBt January, ISSl. Signed, 
W. J. Phillips, commanding ofllecr Secoud 
Department First Battalion. 8lh day of 
February, 1S61. 

"Horse Guards, 26th Feb.. 1S6I. Dis- 
charge of Corporal William Webb. 
Signed. R. W. Pearson, D. A. A. G. 

"Conduct good. He is In poBScsalon of 
two good conduct badges, also a Crimea 
medal and three e1nsp9, India war mcdul 
and eTasp for Lueknow, and Is entitled to 
T^irklsb war medal." 

It Is worthy Of mention that he re- 
ceived his Crimea medal from the hands 
of Her Majesty Que<>n Victoria herself, 
who remarked as she presented it to 
him that If ever she could do anything 
for him, or the few who were left of the 
20th regiment, she would be pleased to do 
It. Mr. Webb. In referring to the ineld- 
ent, has frequently said that It was 
harder for him tn Ptnnd up before his 
Qoecn. than to stand up before the guns 
of an enemy. 

Shortly after receiving his discharge, 
about 31 years ago. Mr. Webb came to 
tills country with his wife and family, 
and settled In Baden, afterwards moving 
to Now Hamburg, and about eight yt^ra 
ago to Gait. He was a stationary engin- 
eer by trade, and worked at his calling 
In Baden aud New Hamburg. Since com- 
ing to Gait he has lived practically a 
retired life. 

The dccccnrd. nccdlnsH lo say. wan a 
very entcrtalnlne conversationalist on 
subJectH relating to British military life. 
He was one of those ardent natures that 
take up with Interest whatever they go 
Into. Not only was he an enthusiastic 
military man, but of late ycnrs ho was 
H. very active member of the Salvation 
Army, and at their meetings frequcnl'y 
rehearsed some incident.^ ' of personal ex- 
perience from which he drew Icssoiik to 
Impress spiritual truth. His rcllgloin: 
zeal was of a mnnty, unscllish son.

accurately. 80 I start off by Bayln? that 
It was a thousand pltleo that he took the 
course he did In golns away from home, 
and God, and all the blesHtnKa that were 
hlu portion. 

What a misfortune It 1b that ProdlBalB 
and wrons-doers cannot see a little fur- 
ther as to the conscciuonceB of their 
foolish eondutt ! Bverybody else knew 
how the thing would turn out; he was 
OB blind as a bat, teU Into a paaslon. 
and refused to he either advised or pray- 
ed with, and went off In anything but 
an agreeable temper. 

It was a cruel bualneaa for his father 
and mother. But I am sorry to say 
youns people nowadays seem to think 
legs and leas of their obligations to their 
jiarents— that la, when their own gratl- 
flcaUona come In the way. When God 
says, "Honor thy father and thy mother, 
that thy daye may be long In the land 
which the Lord thy God glveth thee," 
He means Just that, neither more nor 
less; and I believe thnt He tulflla thp 
promlae ajineated to the command whertj 
It irt obeyed ; and when young foIkH 
unrighteously set their parcnta at naught, 
they must look out for the conscduenccH. 
But, aliia I how few Prodlgala atop to 
think of the anguish they are InflletlnB 
on the hearths of the deor ones who 
have tolled for their welfare with such 
nbaorblng core for so many years gone 
by! 

I read of a mother, a little time buck, 
whose son went away, without any ex- 
plonatlon, when he was twenty years of 
age. The family lived In Ihc eounU'y.ainl 
every night before retiring to rest, the 
anxious mother opened the door that 
was ever kept on the latch, find peered 
out into the diirkneBs. while every morn- 
ing she ascended a llttlo hill near her 
cottage 10 see If there waa any algns of 
the wandering boy. 

Oh, the miseries the Prodigals make ! 
— mlaerk-3 of all deocrlptlon. "Ah !" said 
a Prodigal, the other night, "The General 
haa been talking. about marderers I Am 
I not a murderer ? Would not my sister, 
who lies cold In her grave to-night, be 
ullve and walking about, but tor my 
conduct 7 And would not my brother, 
who Is shut up In a Lunatic Asylum, be 
fri-e and In hla right mind to-doy. had I 
acted differently 7" 

Oh ! the miseries the Prodlgids make 
for themselves I Look at the young man 
sketched 111 the picture. What hunger, 
and cold, and misery are behind him ! 
And, what is far more aerloua, what 
marks of aln and vice are to be Uaoeil 
in hia countenance ! HIS SIN HAb 
FOUND HIM OUT ! 

Oh ! what a memory of his dark rtolngh 
there In In God's book, unleiia it has been 
blotted out by the inflnlte merltK of 
Christ's precious Blood. Oh 1 whare else 
has he been, and who else has he wrong- 
ed and ruined on his wanderings 7 What 
time he has lost, what talent he has 
ubused, what money he hail aquandared, 
what reputation he has destroyed, what 
disgrace he has brought on those whose 
name he bears, and how near ho haa 
been to tho gates of Hell I How truly he 
has wasted his substance In riotous [lv- 
ln«l 

I don't know how It happened with this 
young man-that la, the leaving ot his 
home— but I know how It too often comes 
about with others. Wanderers from home 
and deserters of God very strongly re- 
semble each other; they belong to the 



same family, and their backalldlnga us- 
ually proceed from very stmllloT causea 
—and, alae ! too often lead to the same 
bitter end. 

I say I don't know what led up to the 
rupture In thia particular case. Doubt- 
less the lad had some grievance — or, at 
least, he thought he had. Runaways 
commonly have. When people have been 
led off into some wrong action, or made 
up their minds to some departure from 
duty, they are poor creatures. Indeed, It 
they cannot contrive to vilify the loved 
ones whose hearts they arc breaking, or 
Invent some objection to the cause they 
are deserting as an excuse tor leaving 
It. 

Aa with Prodigals In particular, so 
with backslldere In general— the reasons 
given for their conduct are usually very 
miserable ones. I suppose the devil, who 
was tho flrat prodigal in the unlverae, 
tried to make up some sort of Justinca- 
tlon for his hellish rebellion: and we 
know that Adam and Eve had their ex- 
cuses pat enough, and all, or near]); all, 
who have followed them on the same 
doleful track, have carefully copied their 
example. Aa to tho true reanons they 
win differ. Sometimes It Is reAielllon 
against restraint, or attachment to some 
forbidden aln, or the Infiueneo of evil 
companlona, or It may bu pride, or con- 
celt, or bad temper ; anyway, whatever 
reaeons may have led to the desertion 
of God or home, they all spring from the 
ugly root of Belflshness, which flnde ex- 
pression In the sentence, "I want to be 
free and to do what I like, to get away 
from the reproofs of good people, and 
to be the maater, or the mistress, of my 
own destiny." 

Well, It waa a bad affair, and, poor 
fellow ! he sees 11 now. Sinners oC all 
Horts are blind, and none are ao blind 
as those who have onee walked in the 
light. If the light that Is In a man ever 
becomes darkness, how great Is that 
aarkneas ! Oh, the blindness of the Pro- 
digal ! 

He has come Into the light now. and 
has come home Into the bargain. Hal- 
lelujah I If I had not been thrown among 
so many prodigals, and hod bo many 
lights with baeksllders, I ahould be tre- 
mendously puzzled with the conduct of 
the Prodigal, whose case la set forth by 
the Master, Why did ME not at onto 
go home when hu came to be In want 1 
He knew there whs plenty there and to 
Sparc— anyway, for him. But, Instead of 
going home, he went and hired himself 
to a pIg-dOTlcr In the Blums of Samaritan 
city— surely the most hateful employment 
In which any Israelite could possible en- 
gage < 

And why are backsliders and prodigals 
In general ao rulucluiit to gu lioine la 
our day ? They light the Penltent-Porm 
and the dear OBIcers and SoldlerH who 
struggle for them. No doubt the devil 
Willi all hlH might withstands the Itrst 
thought of reltirning, and brings out all 
his old stock arguments to prevent It ; 
works on their sense of shame, and raises 
such questions In their hearta as ,"What 
will the Captain say 7" "You'll never bo 
able to stand,' "You had bett-cr hang 
youractt, as Judas did, or drown yourself, 
If you prefer it ?' 

I suppose our friend In the llluatratlon, 
hkc the rest, fought his eonvlctlons after 
this fashion-refusing to read his mo- 
ther's letterii, or take any notice of. his 
fojtber's offers to welcome him home, and 
ovtry other method of Qod and rasa that 
waa at worjK . to bring hJin back, ' 

However, he bss given In, tona down, 
nnd come home at last, 80 we will not 
upbraid him, No, not a single hard word 



shall he hear. All's well that ends well, 
and it Is a lovely ending, or rather a 
new beginning, to see bim with tears In 
hiB eyes, his heart heaving and his hand 
twitching to get them round father's and 
mother'a neeks onoe more. 

OH, TH lOY OP THE PRODIGAL'S 
RETURN ! Oh, the bllse of reconcilia- 
tion ! Who can describe the ecstasy of 
that llrat embrace— the rapture of realis- 
ing that he Is forgiven, cleansed, clothed, 
housed, lined with love, and home once 
" more ! 

But It is not every Prodigal that has 
a father and mother to receive him. 
Alas ! how many parents there are who 
never on earth see the boy or girl again 
ao long pined after, and whose return 
they have bo often anticipated. Down to 
the grave they travel with weary feet 
without this comfort, and when the wan- 
derers come back It Is to And the old 
house vacant, or occupied by strangers, 
and the loved ones, who have wept and 
prayed so long, lying In the cold, dark 
cemetery. No merry-making for them. . 
no shoes for their feet, no ring tor their 
linger, no tatted-caJf festivities, with 
music and dancing, to welcome them 
back again I 

But many a Prodigal won by the Sal- 
vation Army from the far eountry never 
had a place that he eould call home : 
and many another never had a home that 
he cared to sec a«aln. except to carry 
there the message of that mercy which, 
with BUcii healing wings, had come to 
him. 

No, you win hear them aay, "I never . 
had a home. The room In which I ate 
and slept, and learned to swear and 
drink, was to me aa the entrance to 
hell. It WOK a passage to a bottomless 
pit, and about the stralghtest cut that 
could be taken to that dreadful abode. 
No home tempts me back." 

But, dear brother or ulster. If no father, 
or mother, or husband, or wife ptnea for 
you; It no hospitable door la kept on the
